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Sound Timber 
Harvesting Pays 


THE fable of the man 
who killed the goose that 
laid the golden eggs has 
its modern counterpart 
on many Southern farms 
where farmers clear, cut, or 
otherwise harvest their timber by 
unwise cutting methods. Such 
practices, in the long run, not on- 
ly reduce the income from the 
woodland, but also greatly in- 
crease erosion by removing the 
pretective cover from the land. 

An excellent example of the 
right way to harvest timber to 
provide a reasonable return and 
promote more ‘apid growth of 
the remaining timber can be 
found on the farm of C. A. and 
J. CG. Webb, in Perry County, Ala- 
bama, two brothers who are fol- 
lowing selective cutting methods 
on their farm in the Black Belt 
soil conservation district. 

These men are removing only 
the mature trees, together with 
the improperly spaced, crooked, 
diseased, and damaged trees, and 
those of undesirable species. Such 
a program will leave the straight, 
thrifty, and properly spaced trees 
of desirable species to grow into 
sawlogs for a future crop. 

The Webb Brothers own 2,800 
acres of woodland on which 
there’s an annual growth of 680 
thousand board feet, as shown by 
an actual cruise of the timber, 
When the mature timber which 
the Webb Brothers are now har- 
vesting has been cut, the annual 
volume cut will be limited to the 
annual increase in the growth of 
the timber. ' 

A sound program such as this 
provides a sustained yield, pro- 
motes rapid growth of high qual- 
ity timber, and keeps the soil 
continuously protected, instead 
of leaving it exposed to erosion, 
as is the case when timber is clear 
cut, C. A. Webb points out. 

While the Webb Brothers are 

large landowners, and have much 
more timber than is found on the 
average farm in Alabama, the 
same practices can be carried out 
to advantage on small farms. In 
the long run, best returns can be 
obtained from farm woodland by 
selective cutting, which continu- 
ally improves timber stand and 
provides a regular income from 
the farm woods. 


Excess Peanuts Not 
Heavily Penalized 


LABAMA farmers who have 

overplanted peanut  allot- 
ments can deliver these excess 
peanuts to oil mills without in- 
curring any penalty or any de- 
duction in any AAA payments 
except the peanut conservation 
payment. 

This is to allow increased pro- 
duction of peanuts for oil to help 
supply additional vegetable oil 
for national defense purposes and 
is in addition to a provision which 
allowed farmers to grow peanuts 
for oil on any part of the 1941 
cotton acreage allotment which 
is not used for cotton production, 
according to A. W. Jones, State 
AAA Administrator.

August In The Garden

DVERSE weather conditions have greatly reduced the yield of

This year’s turnip patch should be increased in size sufficiently to 


include plantings of string beans, 
lettuce, onions, English peas, Irish pot

A Bang-Up Good 
Turnip Patch 


TARTED planting your 
fall turnip patch yet? 
Whether you have or not, 
listen to Jackson Gran- 
ade, of Washington 

County, tell about his spring patch 
of turnips. 

Mr. Granade planted 10 rows 
of turnips, spending $1.25 for 
seed and fertilizer and came out 
with $12 profit. In his own words, 
Mr. Granade says: ‘We had plenty 
of turnips for the table, we had 
plenty to give to the neighbors, 
and still there were plenty to sell. 
I’d say my turnips really paid off.” 

Mr. Granade planted the best 
variety, cultivated carefully and 
used plenty of commercial ferti- 
lizer to grow his turnips fast. 

What he did on his Washington 
County farm can be done on every 
farm in Alabama with just a little 
bit of effort and attention.

IM GROOMS of Limestone 

County can’t “beef” about the 
way his cattle project turned out. 

A short time ago he sold 20 
steers which brought $1,688.13 
that cost him $890 plus home 
grown feed which he valued at 
$400. He, therefore, netted a 
profit of around $398 which, says 
County Agent G. B. Phillips, was 
pretty good considering that he 
fed them for only four months.

OOD gardeners have found

Irish potatoes will not 
come up if planted in hot, dry 
soil. Lay off rows in the after- 
noon and plant potatoes early 
next morning. 


EEP a fresh supply of rote- 

none-tale dust on hand and 
apply every week. This will con- 
trol most of the insects found in 
the garden. This same material 
will keep worms out of canta- 
loupes and squash if applied 
every week from the time the first 
fruit is set.

Etowah Farmer Changes 
Methods, Makes Money 


EF it weren’t for the curb mar- 

ket in Etowah County, Farmer 
Bob Humphries figures he might 
still be raising cotton and losing 
money. 

Talking with his wife about 
how things were going in the cot- 
ton farming business, he decided 
that they should try their luck 
with the new curb market then 
being organized in Gadsden. So 
back in the 1920’s he loaded up 
the old car with potatoes, beans, 
milk, and butter and set out for 
market. 

At first he came only on an 
average of once a week but dur- 
the last 10 years he has been in 
his booth almost every day the 
market has been opened, missing 
only a few times when last year’s 
freeze was at its worst. 

He doesn’t take all his eggs to 
market in one basket. From an 
average of 700 to 800 bushels of 
sweet potatoes he receives ap- 
proximately $1,000; 400 bushels 
of Irish potatoes bring about 
$500; milk, butter, and general 
garden crops bring another $500. 
At first Mr. Humphries had only 
25 acres but in the last few years 
has added 24 additional acres. 

In getting away from large 
scale plantation type of cultiva- 
tion this farmer has worked his 
ground more intensely and en- 
riched it accordingly. He has 
found that income spread over 
the entire year suits him better 
than getting it in one “wad” so, 

he says, he is going to “stick” to 
this kind of farming.

GENEVA FARMERS OUTWIT 
WEEVILS WITH POTATOES 


GENEVA, Ala, Aug. 9— Two 
Geneva County farmers, R. V. 
Crews and Early Zorn, of the Pi- 
hey Grove community, have found 
that one of the best methods of 
cutwitting the boll weevil is 


frowing sweet potatoes for the 
early market. 
Working cooperatively, these 


two farmers put out one and one- 
half acres of Copperskin Porto 
Rico potatoes about April 1, 
which they fertilized with 1,000 
founds of 3-8-5 per acre, The 
potatoes were dug during the pe- 
riod July 15 to August 1, First 
they dug 2,800 pounds of pota- 
toes three weeks ago which were 
sold at $45 per ton, and then re- 
cently dug 5,729 pounds from the 
remainder of the field, which they 
sold at $30 per ton, making a 
total of 8,529 pounds of potatoes, 
which brought $148.93. 

Drought immediately after the 
plants were set out cut the yield 
considerably, but the farmers say 
they will clear more money than

TEACHERS’ RETIREMENT 
SYSTEM IS DELAYED 
MONTGOMERY, Ala.— Opera- 
Uion of the proposed new Alabama 
teacher retirement system was be- 
ing held up Saturday when Gov. 
rank Dixon delayed signing a 
proclamation to put into effect, 
while the attorney general under- 
takes to clarify its legal status. 
The proclamation is prepared to 
make the system become opera- 
tive September 1 instead of Octo- 
ber 1, as originally planned, but 
Atty, Gen, 'T, S. Lafson is prepar- 
ingg an opinion as to whether the 
gSeneral fund surplus may be used 
to operate the retirement plan, or 
whether this surplus must go to- 
ward reducing property taxes, 
The Legislature in 1939 ap- 
proved the use of the first $400,- 
000 above an operating balance of 
$750,000 in the general fund for 
teacher retirement. Another bill 
passed by the same Legislature 
Provided that any surplus above 


$1,150,000 in the general fund 
should revert to the minimum 
program fund for schools, 


In the new code administration 
chiefs have found a provision that 
provides also that any surplus 
above $750,000 in the general fund 
must be used to reduce property 
taxes. 

It is up to the attorney general 
to decide what the Legislature in- 
tended. 


ALL METHODS ARE 
IN SAVING 


URGED 
DALLIS SEED 


Alabama farmers will use sey- 
eral methods in saving Dallis 
seed this year. 

Many will hand - strip the seed 
while others. will mow and rake 
the grass, scattering it over the 
fields to be seeded. Still others, 
with larger fields, will combine 
the seed. 

Pointing out that seed are 
ready to harvest when the heads 
turn brown, J. C. Frink, assistant 
extension agronomist, Auburn, 
states that every method has its 
advantages, More seed can be 
saved from a given area if hand- 
stripping is practiced. This is 
because plants may be harvested 
as they ripen. 

By scattering the mowed grass 
over land a mulching effect is ob- 
tained which greatly aids in get- 


ting a stand. When machinery 
i? used early and late maturing 


plants must be sacrificed to save 
the maximum amount of seed but 
on large areas where seed are to 
be saved this is probably the most 
economical method to use.

DURING HOT WEATHER 


moderate meals—devoid 
can be the solution 
of taking hot weather with 9 
smile, the American Red Cross 
points out in a statement listing 
“Dietary Don'ts for Summer,” 

Prepared by Melva Bakkie, na- 
tional nutrition consultant of the 
Red Cross, the statement urges 
housewives to plan at least one 
warm dish for every meal as a 
necessary digestive aid. Impor- 
tant, too,Miss Bakkie advises, are 
six to eight glasses of beverage 
daily. She warns, however, that 
soft drinks and other beverages 
of high sugar or of alcoholic con- 
tent are overheating. 

To combat “over-ninety” tem- 
peratures, Miss Bakkie sets down 
the following rules: 

1, Don’t overeat—especially af- 
ter an exhausting day’s work or 
play. 

2. Don't eat large portions of 
meat or other protein-containing 
foods, 

3. Don’t eat excessive portions 
of foods Containing fats, such as 
cream sauces, fried foods, bacon, 
ete, 

4. Don’t fail to plan your diet 
around low heat producing foods, 
as fresh vegetables, fruit and 
milk, 

5. Don’t neglect to use salt lib- 
erally during hot weather. It is 
necessary to make up for losses 
through perspiration. 

6. Don’t drink too many iced 
drinks. They should be taken 
moderately and drunk slowly to 
prevent chilling,

If weeds are cut now most of 
the plants will be destroyed be- 
fore seed mature, If present weeds 
are destroyed the new ones will 
not have time to set seed before 
frost. On pasture too rough to 
mow J. C. Frink, assistant exten- 
fcion agronomist, advises cutting 
weeds with a hand blade or hoe. 
If only a few weeds are present 
hand pulling may be done. The 
main point to remember is that 
this job should not be postponed 
until weeds have time to mature.

PETER ENCOURAGES SUFFER- 
ING CHRISTIANS 


LESSON TEXT—I Peter 4:12-19; 5: 
6-11, 

GOLDEN TEXT—If any man suffer as 
a Christian, let him not be ashamed; 
but let him glorify God on this behalf. 
~I Peter 4:16, 


“Sweet are the uses of adversity” 
so says the poet, and it is true 
that God is able to make even the 
sufferings of man a source of bless- 
ing and an occasion for joy, “if a 
man suffer as a Christian’’ (I Pet, 
4:16), In a world where sorrow 
and suffering have been heaped 
high by man's inhumanity to man, 
it is indeed appropriate that we 
think of the encouragement which 
God's Word gives to those who are 
in distress, 

There are many helpful Scripture 
passages on this point, those before 
us today being from the writings 
of Peter to the Jews of the disper- 
sion, Scattered abroad and no more 
under the guiding and protecting 
hand of Paul, Luke and the others, 
they were undergoing severe per- 
secution for Christ's sake, Some 
were apparently disturbed by their 
trials, and Peter tells them that 
persecution should bring 

I. No Surprise (4:12), 

We ought to expect trials in this 
world; yes, severe flery trials, Such 
things are common to all mankind, 
and the Christian should not expect 
to escape. To them, such trials are 
real tests of their faith, an oppor- 
tunity to show to the unbelieving 
world that God is able to deliver 
those who put their trust in Him! 

To be forewarned is to be fore- 
armed, ‘Think it not strange con- 
cerning the fiery trial.” 

Il, No Shame (4;13-16), 

There are two senses in which 
the Christian is to be unashamed in 
the midst of suffering. In the first 
instance, he is not to be ashamed 
of the trial itself if he bears it for 
Christ’s sake, for he is thus sharing 
Christ’s sufferings. We cannot 
share in his substitutionary and 
sacrificial suffering on Calvary, 
but we can stand with Him who was 
indeed ‘‘a man of sorrows, and ac- 
quainted with grief’’ (Isa. 53:3). In 
the second place, he is not to do 
anything which would justify others 
in making him suffer, It is a dis- 
grace, a shame which injures the 
cause of Christ, when a believer 
has to suffer because he has broken 
the law, or because he is ‘‘a busy- 
body (R. V. ‘‘meddler’’) in other 
men’s matters.’’ If you pry into oth- 
ers’ affairs, expect to have your 
fingers stepped on, and don’t expect 
God to deliver you out of it or 
honor you in that kind of suffering. 

WI. No Escape (4:17-19). 

If the righteous find the difficul- 
ties and temptations in their way 
to be like fiery trials, if those who 
have the blessed presence of Christ 
to cheer and to guide them find it 
difficult at times to make their 
way through sorrow and sadness, 
what will the unbeliever do?

Considered Ideal for 
Training Station. 


SAN BRANCISCO.—Treasure is- 
land, in the middle of San Fran- 
cisco bay and the largest man-made 
island in the world, has been taken 
over by the navy for the duration of 
the present national defense emer- 
gency. 

The island was the site of the 1939- 
1940 Golden Gate International ex- 
position, but for the next four or five 
years, at least, it will be used as a 
seaplane and small craft training 
base. 

Navy officials found the island an 
almost ideal location for the pur- 
poses for which it is to be used, 

In the first place, it is entirely 
surrounded with navigable water ex- 
cept for the small ramp that con- 
nects it with the San Francisco bay 
bridge and which brings it within 
10 minutes froim the center of the 
city. 

Buildings Are Usable, 

The navy also was able to utilize 
17 of the principal buildings of the 
exposition and thus save greatly in 
construction expense, and what was 
even more important, time. The 
navy was able to move in immedi- 
ately and expects to have its first 
contingent of 1,000 men in training 
within a few months. Eventually, it 
expects to train 5,000 men at one 
time there. 

Of the 17 buildings which the navy 
will take over, three are permanent. 
They are the administration build- 
ings and the two vast hangars of 
the Pan American airways. The 
latter will continue to operate its 
Far Eastern and Australian Clipper 
services from their permanent base 
at the south end of the island, but 
they have consented to have the han- 
gars used as barracks during the 
navy occupation. 


Site Deeded to City. 


Under the terms by which the 
state deeded to the city the 400 
acres at the bottom of San Fran- 
cisco bay, the island eventually 
must become a city airport. Ar- 
rangements were made between the 
navy and the city whereby the for- 
mer will contribute much to the de- 
velopment of the island as an air- 
port. 

The navy will use its influence in 
obtaining $1,680,000 WPA funds for 
construction of the airport, which 
will go forward while the island is 
being used by the navy. , 

Some of the more suitable build- 
ings on the island will be used for 
machine shops and repair works, 


Cost of Killing in War 


Has Soared Since 1914-18 

TARENTUM, PA.—The cost of 
killing a soldier has increased from 
$50 in the time of Julius Caesar to 
between $50,000 and $75,000 in the 
present war, according to H. V. 
Churchill, an industrial chemist. 


Churchill told a meeting here the 
expense of wartime killing has risen 
steadily through the centuries, with 
a tremendously great advance oc- 
curring between the World war and 
today. 

By the time of Napoleon, the cost 
had become $1,500 for each man 
killed, the chemist said, and during 
the World war the figure was about 
$2,500. He added that Napoleon's 
advisers and allies thought the cost 
far too high in their time. 

Churchill cited as the reason for 
the huge increase in the cost the 
fact that war is now fought with ma- 
chinery—which adds greatly to the 
cost—although manpower still is the 
backbone of war. 


“The development of mechanical 
devices and improvement of ma- 
chinery has lifted a great deal of 
hard physical labor from men’s 
shoulders, but military men are turn- 
ing this machinery to war purposes 
instead of using it for peaceful pur- 
suits,’’ he declared, 


City Keeps Lamplighter 


Even With Electricity 
SALT LAKE CITY. — In olden 
times, every city had its official 
lamplighter—the man who went 
about at dusk to ignite the flickery 
gaslights and made the rounds again 
at dawn to turn them off. 


In most communities, the lamp- 
lighter vanished with the advent of 
electricity—but not in Salt Lake City. 

A lineman for the city police, fire 
and signal system named E. D. Wil- 
liams still makes the accustomed 
rounds, but his duties are somewhat 
different than in the gaslight era. 

Williams, carrying the traditional 
hooked stick, visits the city’s safety 
islands to turn on floodlights that 
mark the zones. In the early dawn 
he repeats his visit, turning off the 
giant globes just as his predecessors 
did. ; 


He Is Free Two Hours 


Before His 88th Arrest 
BAKERSFIELD, CALIF.—R. J. 
(“‘Shorty’’) Pooler, 48 years old, had 
only two hours of freedom from 
the time he was released after his 
eighty-seventh arrest until he was 
arrested the eighty-eighth time, rec- 
ords showed. 

Pooler was released from the 
Kern county jail and then arrested 
two hours later on an intoxication 
charge. Justice Noriega sentenced 
him to 30 days,

Licenses Sept. 1 


Applications for 1942-43 dri- 
vers’ licenses will be accepted by 
Probate Judge John W. Brock, at 
both the Elba and Enterprise of- 
fices, beginning September 1, and 
continuing throughout the month. 
Director James F’, Brawner of the 
Department of Public Safety, an- 
nounced several days ago that 
this arrangement would be made 
for the convenience of license 
buyers, 

The new drivers’ licenses will 
not become effective until October 
1, On this same date automobile 
tags become due and it was 
thought that the new plan would 
be more convenient for both coun- 
ty officers and car owners, Plan 
to renew your license in Septem- 
ber, for your right to drive on 
the highways and public roads 
stops the minute your license ex- 
pires. The fee for a drivers’ li- 
cense is $1.10 and the license is 
good for two years. 

Each applicant must produce 
his 1940-41 drivers’ license or his 
temporary permit; having neither 
of these, he must pass the dri- 
vers’ license test before a 1942- 
43 license can be issued to him.

Cost 20 Millions 


Ala,, Aug. 14—The 
United States Government is in- 
vesting approximately $20,000,- 
000 on air field projects in Ala- 
bama through the Mobile United 
States Engineer District, Colonel 
Ludson D. Worsham, district en- 
gineer, announced today. 

This construction work is being 
done for the Air Corps and the 
Civil Aeronautics Administration. 

Air fields being constructed for 
eventual turnng over to the Air 
Corps in Alabama are: Mobile 
Air Depot (Brookley Field), Ad- 
vanced Flying School, Selma; Tus-

kegee; Advanced Single Engine 
Flying School, Dothan; Gunter 
Field, Montgomery, and Aviation 


Cadet Center 
Montgomery. 
Fields are being constructed for 
the Civil Aeronautics Administra- 
tion at Mobile 9nd Dothan, 
This means that about one-half 
of the air fields being constructed 


(Maxwell Field), 


in the Mobile Engineer District, 
including portions of Alabama, 


Mississippi, Georgia, Louisiana 
and Tennessee, are located in Al- 
abama, 

After a site for an air field is 
selected, the United States Army 
Engineers begin to prepare de- 
sign, plans and specifications, Af- 
ter certain preliminaries, invita- 
tions to offer bids on contracts 
are issued. When the proper time 
arrives a resident engineer and 
the necessary number of other 
Government employes are sent to 
the air field. 

Then operations are started on 
transforming the area into one of 
the many air fields being con- 
structed in connection with the 
Government's defense program, 
When the air fields are completed 
they are turned over to the prop- 
er branch of the Government. 

The largest air field project in 
Alabama is construction of the 
Mobile Air Depot.

COTTON LOAN PROGRAM 
FOR 1941 IS ANNOUNCED 

A loan program has seen ap- 
proved by the Department of Ag- 
riculture to assist 1941 cotton 
growers. 

Cotton producers cooperating 
with the AAA program will be 
eligible for loans on their entire 
1941 cotton production at a rate 
based on 85 per cent of parity 
price as of August 1, the begin- 
ning of the marketing year, 

The department announced the 
penalty rate on cotton marketed 
in excess of the farm marketing 
quota will be seven cents a pound, 
compared with .three cents last 
year. The penalty rate is fixed at 
50 per cent of the basic loan. 

Discussing the cotton loan pro- 
gram, Mr, Jones said the average 
loan rate on 7-8 inch middling 
cotton gross weight will be 14.02 
cents a pound, based on parity 
price of 16.49 cents for August 
1. The average loan rate last 
year on 7-8 inch middling cotton 
gross weight was 8.90 cents per 
pound, 

J. B, Hutson, president of the 
CCC, has announced differentials 
for grade, staple and location in 
the new program will be calcu- 
lated in relation to the loan rate 
on 15-16 inch middling cotton, 
which is the basic description for 
all future and spot contracts. The 
rate for middling 15-16 inch cot- 
ton will be 20 points (.2 cents a 
pound) above the basic rate for 
7-8 inch middling. As in 1940, 
the loan rate will also be based 
on the net weight of the cotton. 
The net weight loan rate will be 
60 points above that for gross 
weight to compensate for the les- 
ser number of pounds on which 
the loan is extended. The aver- 
age loan rate for 15-16 inch mid- 
Cling cotton, net weight, will be 
14,82 cents a pound.

Potash Deposits 
Thought To Exist 
In Vicinity of Elba 


There has been a strong pre- 
Sumption in informed quarters for 
a number of years that there are 
extensive potash deposits in Cof- 
fee County, not many miles from 
the city of Elba. 

Several years ago, when our oil 
drilling was investigated by a 
number of high-class geologists 
from all parts of the country, one 
of them, so it is reliably reported, 
located a shale bed which he said 
he believed carried a generous 


portion of potash, but at that 
time war and preparedness had 
rot drained our chemical re- 


sources and this information was 
passed over in the scrapie for 
evidences of oil. Later, another 
investigator located, several miles 
from the first outcroppings, an- 
other deposit of potash-bearing 
shale, and a small portion of this 
chemical was extracted—enough 
to prove the presence of potash, 

It would require extensive in- 
vestigation to determine for a 
certainty whether or not it is at 
either place in paying quantity. 

Preparedness and the defense 
program are causing our hidden 
mineral resources to be looked 
into as never before, throughout 
the entire country, and in the 
course of a few years many val- 
uable contributions to our vast 
wealth of mineral and chemical 
deposits will be brought to light 
that are now hidden and unknown. 

Alabama and Georgia have al- 
ready contributed quite a bit of 
potash, while Florida has fur- 
nished great quantities of phos- 
phates. 

It was trail blazers of the C. 
BE. Dorsey type that built Atlanta 
in old worn out cotton and corn 
fields, Our section is full of rich 
opportunities if we have the go- 
getters to investigate and devel- 
op them. 

Potash deposits are formed 
from hardwood ashes. Geologists 
tell us that thousands of years 
ago, the lands contiguous to the 
river and creeks in this section 
were wooded by gigantic forests 
of oak and other hardwoods.

Mock War Will Be Real 


Two ‘Nations’, Almat And Katmk Near 
Open ‘Battle’ As ‘Hates’ Mount 
In Maneuver Area 


ALEXANDRIA, La,—The army 
wants everyone—citizens as well 
as soldiers—to make believe a real 
war is in progress when a half 
million men start the nation’s 
greatest peacetime battle maneu- 
vers in this area next month, 


So the propaganda staff has in- 
vented two countries—Almat un- 
der President Oosenay, and Motmk 
under Premier Kodunkis—and a 
long list of Almat-Katmk hates 
and grievances which read like 
the latest dispatches from Europe. 


There already are evidences 
that the propaganda is having the 
desired effect. Troop trains bring- 
ing soldiers here for the exercises 
bear such scrambled legends as: 
“Kodunkis is the bunkis,” 


“We entertain the hope,” army 
information sources said, ‘that 
this fiction will make the maneu- 
vers more realistic to the officers 
and men who participate in them 
and to the public that reads about 
the combats.” 


President Oosenay’s Almat is 
composed of the states of Ala- 
Alabama,, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Arkansas and Tennessee, while 
Premier Kodunkis of Kotmk (pro- 
nounced Kotmik) bosses Kansas, 
Oklahoma, Texas, Miissouri and 
Kentucky. 

The trouble springs from the 
war of 1918 in which Almat beat 
Kotmk and annexed the states of 
Arkansas and Louisiana, thus 
gaining control of New Orleans 
and Mississippi River shipping. 

Since the war, Almat has daw- 
Gled in economic and political con- 


fusion while Kotmk, regaining 
strength, has built a strong ar- 
my, at first through secret train- 
ing in the vast stretches of Texas 
wastelands. 

Just at the moment, Premier 
Kodunkis has withdrawn from ne- 
gotiations concerning Oklahoma 
oil shipments on the river and is 
massing his soldiers along the 
border. Mayors of Little Rock, 
Hot Springs and Fort Smith, Ark., 
are clamoring for troops. 

Border incidents are reported 
in the newspapers and several 
Kotmk planes are said to have 
violated the Almatian frontier. 
Premier Kodunkis accused Almat 
of subversive actions in Kentucky 
end President Oosenay reported 
the arrest of Almatian nationals 
in Kotmk. Neutral observers 
generally regard war as inevita- 
ble. 

Propaganda releases said: 

“It has not been an unreason- 
able assumption that the state of 
Almat took a course during the 
past 24 years somewhat similar 
to the decline of France during 
the period following the World 
War I. 

“Nor is it stretching the imag- 
ination to find in Kotmk a resur- 
gence of virility somewhat simi- 
iar to the growth of the spirit of 
irridentism and finally to aggres- 
sion that took place in Germany 
after the country began to recoy- 
er its strength.” 

Battery D, 117th Field Artil- 
lery, Elba’s own boys, wili parti- 
cipate in this hectic battle to up- 
hold the colors of Almat,
